As an example of how this works, a coin which just meets the minimum requirements 
for Very Fine would be graded Very Fine-20. A slightly better piece would be graded 
Very Fine-25. A coin which would previously be graded as Very Fine to Extremely 
Fine would be a Very Fine-30 while a coin that falls short of the Extremely Fine grade 
would be graded a Very Fine-35. 


This grading system has been used mainly on U.S. coins only. Conventional grading has 
been used for the most part on foreign coins and currency.
